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Council backs Barratt’s £100m housing estate plan 


A massive new £100m housing es¬ 
tate containing 500 homes could be 
created on 32 acres near Leather- 
head, some of it on allotments and 
greenbelt land. 

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) announced on Friday that it 
had chosen Barratt Homes as the 
preferred developer for the 9.5-acre 
Barnett Wood Lane allotment site, 
which it owns, plus a 22.7-acre adja¬ 
cent site owned by Merton College, 
Oxford. 

The cash-strapped council would 
receive £21m under the deal, which it 
said would yield about £lm a year to 
protect local services. It is not yet 
known how much Merton College is 
set to gain. 

If the £100m plus scheme gets the 
green light, and it could take up to 
two years to get the greenbelt sta¬ 
tus altered, the council argues that 
it will help satisfy demand for new 
homes in the area, meet Govern¬ 
ment targets and help to revive

Leatherhead’s flagging economy. 

The Campaign for Real England 
immediately condemned the propos¬ 
al and pledged to work with other or¬ 
ganisations to block it. Andy Smith, 
its Surrey branch director, said: 
“Sacrificing these green spaces will 
not meet local needs. It is being done 
for the sake of money and ‘economic 
growth’, but at the expense of the en¬ 
vironment and the community.” 

Allotment holders, who have been 
fighting to save their site, issued a 
statement saying: “It is regrettable, 
but not unexpected. As we have said 
from the start this is all about 
money. “We are very pleased that 
Mole Valley district councillors and 
their officials have recognised the 
concerns of the allotment holders in 
regard to the proposed relocation 
site and have now tabled alternative 
proposals. 


“We now have to take time to con¬ 
sider these proposals and investigate 
both replacement sites. It would 
seem that there may well still be a 
question of air and noise pollution 
on one of them.” 

If the scheme goes ahead Barratt 
Homes will pay £550,000 to help re¬ 
locate their allotments to two near¬ 
by sites. 

Responding to a last-minute bid by 
allotment holders to get their site 
registered as a “community asset” 
under the Localism Act to block de¬ 
velopment, the council’s strategic di¬ 
rector, Nick Gray, said: “If members 
of the community wish to purchase 
the site they will be need to be able to 
come up with £21m.” 

Councillor leader Councillor 
Chris Townsend said: “The recom¬ 
mendation made at the meeting of 
the council was met with over¬ 
whelming cross-party support, 
with 30 members voting in favour, 
four abstentions and no objections 


being recorded. 

“The executive were in agreement 
that the proposal by Barratt Homes 
could help to meet the council’s pri¬ 
orities of value for money and access 
to services, including providing 
more housing in the district as well 
as much-needed financial support 
for council services.” 

Councillor Charles Yarwood, port¬ 
folio holder for communities and as¬ 
sets, said: “We are confident that this 
is the right decision for Mole Valley. 

“However, the council does recog¬ 
nise that this proposal will impact 
on a number of residents and allot¬ 
ment holders. 

“I and all members of the execu¬ 
tive have given our commitment to 
engage and work closely with key 
stakeholders as soon as possible to 
minimise the impact of this process 
and to address their concerns 
wherever possible.”

Edics: Administrators are called in 



Contract not renewed: 
The Edics clinic in Epsom 


An award-winning health¬ 
care organisation that helped 
thousands of patients with 
specialist needs has been 
forced into administration 
after an NHS bureaucrat 
decided not to renew its 
contract. 

In a letter to shareholders 
dated August 5, and leaked to 
the Epsom Guardian, the 
board of Epsom Downs Inte¬ 
grated Care Services (Edics) 
said that with “inappropriate 
retention of funds and with 
no contract going forward 
the company is forced to 
cease trading”. 

The company, which ran 
clinics across the area for 
NHS patients, was placed 
into administration on 
Wednesday, August 14, with 
Peter Kubik and Michael 
Kiely of UHY Hacker Young 
LLP appointed as joint 
administrators.

The letter, signed by com¬ 
pany secretary Paul Hollings 
said the NHS had been hold¬ 
ing back £1.2m for work 
undertaken by Edics under 
its contract with Surrey Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust. 

It said that this situation 
was compounded by Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (SDCCG) that took 
over from the PCT in April, 
holding back a further 
£850,000 for April and 
May. 

Disputes over these pay¬ 
ments, which the CCG has 
said related to value for 
money, were compounded, 
according to Mr Hollings, 
when a draft contract provid¬ 
ed by the CCG for the year 
starting on August 1, includ¬ 
ed a clause requiring Edics to 


refer 20 per cent of patients 
referred to it back to their 
own GPs - with a equivalent 
drop its income. 

The CCG insists this was 
just a proposed figure for the 
likely number of inappropri¬ 
ate referrals, which would 
have been checked by an 
audit. 

Mr Hollings told sharehold¬ 
ers: “With no contract in 
place and no assurance on 
outstanding payments the 
company requested urgent 
instruction as to what action 
to take for patients’ care 
from August 1, 2013. 

“The response, regrettably, 
was delivered to the compa¬ 
ny when attending a meeting 
convened to review financial 
statements at noon on July 
31, 2013. 

“The company was advised 
that the CCG would not issue 
a successor contract and that 


all services would cease at 
midnight on that day.” 

He said that at a meeting 
later that day CCG officers 
“recognised the precipitous 
nature of their earlier notifi¬ 
cation” and it was agreed 
Edics would continue to care 
for its patients until August 9 
to give the CCG time to find 
alternative providers. 

But a CCG spokeswoman 
stood by its earlier statement 
that it was Edics that pulled 
the plug. 

She said: “On July 30 
Edics’ medical director wrote 
to the CCG to inform us it 
would be ceasing all clinical 
services from midnight on 
July 31.” 

The spokeswoman added: 
“One of the reasons the 
contract was not continued 
was that the CCG did 
not consider them financial¬ 
ly viable due to the level 


of management costs.” 

Mr Hollings said Edics was 
now taking advice about 
claiming for damages. 

Health campaigner Bess 
Harding questioned why 
there had been no public con¬ 
sultation prior to the axeing 
of such an important service 
and whether the correct pro¬ 
cedures were followed. 

Residents’ Association 
Councillor Nick Harrison, 
representing Nork, said: “I 
do think it is a tragedy that 
we have lost a service that 
that served its patients so 
well. 

“When it was set up, Edics 
was better and cheaper for 
the NHS. What has changed 
since then? 

“It would appear there was 
a lack of management by the 
PCT in the final year when 
there were four managers 
managing it.”

Heath destroyed by fire 


An arsonist is believed to 
have started a huge fire on 
Monday that destroyed an 
area of heathland the size of 
four football pitches. 

Thirty firefighters worked 
in thick smoke to fight the 
blaze at two fields off 
Kingston Road, south of Ju¬ 
bilee Way and just to the 
north of Ewell, at about 
5pm. 

Epsom firefighter Stewart 
Burge said they believed the 
fire was deliberate because 
it started in two different 
places in the dry fields. 

Mr Burge said when they 
first arrived it was very hot 
and some firefighters felt 
disorientated because they 
were blinded by the smoke. 

He said: “People were tak¬ 
ing in quite a lot of smoke. 
We were coughing and our 


eyes were watering. 

“Our eyes were streaming 
because of the smoke, but 
we were working hard as 
well.” 

Four fire engines, from 
Epsom, Sutton and Sur¬ 
biton, a Leatherhead water 
carrier fought the blaze for 
more than an hour, with 
firefighters using beaters to 
put it out in the long grass. 

Watch manager Gareth 
Arnold said a huge amount 
of resources were tied up at 
the fire which started at the 
same time as a flat fire in 
Surbiton. 

He said: “Whoever did it 
should be made aware of the 
dangers. It may seem like a 
bit of fun but it can escalate. 

“There are consequences 
and we can’t be in two 
places at once.” 


Back in prison for 
stabbing at wake

A racist thug, jailed last year 
for attacking a mosque, is 
back in prison months after 
being released - this time for 
brutally stabbing a man at a 
wake. 

David Morris, 22, of Elm 
Way, Epsom, was sentenced to 
six years in prison for knifing 
construction worker Edminas 
Samulionis at Hart’s Boat¬ 
yard in Surbiton on December 
13 last year. 

In what police described as a 
“deeply disturbing” act, Mor¬ 
ris - who had played no part 
in the fight up to that point - 
was captured on CCTV leav¬ 
ing the Portsmouth Road pub 
and walking to his van in the 
car park. 

He returned with a 7in blade 
and stabbed Lithuanian-born 
Mr Samulionis repeatedly, be¬ 
fore leaving in his van at 
speed. 

The victim suffered a punc¬ 
tured lung and has still not 
fully recovered from the at¬ 
tack. It is understood he has 
since returned to his home 
country. 

Morris was handed the jail 
term at Kingston Crown 
Court on August 9 after plead¬ 
ing guilty to causing grievous 
bodily harm. He had original¬ 
ly been arrested on suspicion

of attempted murder. 

Last April, Morris was 
among three men sentenced 
to six months in prison for an 
unprovoked racially-aggra¬ 
vated attack on Kingston 
Mosque where bacon rashers 
had been thrown at the build¬ 
ing and worshippers verbally 
abused. 

He had been part of a gang 
of masked men who targeted 
the mosque after a march in 
November 2010. 

Speaking after the sentenc¬ 
ing for the knife attack, detec¬ 
tive constable Tony Holley 
said: “This was a deeply 
disturbing result to an inci¬ 
dent that got completely out 


of hand. 

“Not only was David Morris 
not involved with the argu¬ 
ment, but he had not engaged 
in the fighting at all, yet he 
took it upon himself to calmly 
leave the venue, arm himself 
with a knife, re-enter and re¬ 
peatedly stab somebody who 
was incapacitated on the floor. 

“I believe Mr Samulionis is 
very lucky to have escaped 
without more serious in¬ 
juries, although he has still 
not fully recovered.” 

Mr Samulionis was one of 
six construction workers en¬ 
joying a Christmas meal at 
Hart’s Boatyard at the same 
time as the wake, which Mor¬ 
ris was attending. 

He had started a conversa¬ 
tion with the girlfriend of an¬ 
other person attending the 
wake, Liam Fernandez, who 
confronted Mr Samulionis. 

A fight later broke out in¬ 
volving Mr Samulionis and 
colleague Mantas Zakrys, 
who was put in a headlock 
and bottled. 

Morris then walked to his 
van and got the knife before 
returning to stab Mr 
Samulionis. 

Fernandez, 27, of Carnforth 
Close, Epsom, pleaded guilty 
to affray and was handed an 
eight-month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years, at an 
earlier hearing.

MP highlights need for new energy sources in fracking debate 


Epsom’s MP has said any 
proposals for fracking for 
shale gas in the borough 
would need to be seriously 
considered - given the need 
for new energy sources and 
the rising cost of gas. 

Chris Grayling’s remarks 
come after the revelation 
that the Government has ap¬ 
proved licences which could 
lead to exploratory fracking 


drilling in parts of Epsom. 

According to the latest on¬ 
shore licensing data for the 
UK, from the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change 
(DECC), licences have been 
granted to Northdown Ener¬ 
gy Limited for the northern 
parts of Epsom and Ewell. 

Some of these licences 
may be used to conduct ex¬ 
ploratory drilling work to 


see whether fracking - a 
highly controversial process 
involving drilling into the 
ground and injecting fluid at 
high pressure to fracture 
shale rocks that release nat¬ 
ural gas - could be carried 
out in the borough. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian, Mr Grayling said 
any proposals for drilling in 
the borough would have to 


be looked at carefully as 
fracking is a significant en¬ 
ergy source which cannot be 
ignored. 

He said: “We would have to 
look at the detail for any 
practical proposals, what 
they involve and where they 
might have an impact. 

“But, at a time when lots of 
people are saying to me they 
are struggling to afford their 


gas bills, I don’t think we can 
ignore a new energy source 
which could cut everyone’s 
gas bills significantly. 

“We need to look at it 
seriously.” 

His remarks come just 
days before major public 
protests at Balcombe, Sus¬ 
sex, led to the temporary 
suspension of exploratory 
fracking drilling there.

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MP and students protest over 
removal of financial support

A leading performing arts col¬ 
lege and Epsom’s MP are 
pulling out the stops in a bid 
help devastated students after 
their housing benefits were 
axed. 

Last week financial support 
was cut off for about 140 stu¬ 
dents living in Epsom and 
studying at Laine Theatre 
Arts, in East Street, Epsom, 
with some now on the brink of 
dropping out as a result. 

Their courses had been con¬ 
sidered to be further educa¬ 
tion until last month, when a 
judge ruled that they were in 
fact higher education so coun¬ 
cils must stop housing benefit 
to students. 

Peter Barlow, consultant at 
the college, said: “Laine The¬ 
atre Arts is doing everything 
we can to find alternative 
means of funding to cover the 
shortfall. We are in contact 
with various agencies.” 

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling said he was trying 
hard to work with colleagues 
in the Government’s business 
department to find a way 
round the issue for students. 

Mr Grayling said: “It’s very

unfortunate. It’s not some¬ 
thing anyone was expecting to 
happen. It seems to be on a 
technicality. I’m trying to do 
everything I can to get it 
changed.” 

He said it was difficult to re¬ 
solve because the change 
stemmed from a legal deci¬ 
sion. He said: “The problem is 
the decision was made in the 
courts so you can’t just wave a 
magic wand. 


“I don’t think people in the 
middle of courses should be 
made to drop out because of a 
change in rules.” 

Nick Woodford, a student at 
Laine Theatre Arts, said he 
has contacted fellow students 
about starting a campaign to 
raise awareness of their 
plight. 

Mr Woodford, who has writ¬ 
ten to Mr Grayling and Num¬ 
ber 10, said: “Everyone is 


trying to do something. It is 
such a blow to the college.” 

He has been contacted by 
more than a dozen students 
who have been left in serious 
predicaments, with some fear¬ 
ing they have no other option 
but to drop out. 

Bronte Lavine, 19, said she 
felt shocked and panicked be¬ 
cause she had no idea how she 
could support herself through 
college. 

Ms Lavine said: “If I were 
not in college I would be given 
council accommodation, in¬ 
come support or jobseeker’s 
allowance, plus any other ben¬ 
efits. However, because I am 
trying to continue study and 
become a professional I am 
penalised for this. 

“If I attended university I 
could claim a student loan, 
which would be interest free 
and would give me flexibility 
on repayments. However, 
again I am penalised. 

“The only option I may have 
is to try to get a bank student 
loan, which charges interest 
and repayments start two 
months after I leave college. 

“Someone, somewhere, 
please explain how this sys¬ 
tem is fair and how can I 
manage?” 


Why status has 
changed 

The decision to change the 
status of performing arts 
courses, such as that run at 
Laine Theatre Arts, from fur¬ 
ther education to higher edu¬ 
cation was made in the Upper 
Tribunal last month by Judge 
Bano. He dismissed an appeal 
against a decision made in a 
First-tier Tribunal, which had 
upheld the rejection of a claim 
for housing benefit. 

The claimant was one of 
seven students in Sidcup 
studying for a national diplo¬ 
ma in professional theatre ac¬ 
credited by Trinity College, 
London. 

The first tribunal had found 
the course to be higher edu¬ 
cation rather than further edu¬ 
cation but said the conclusion 
was “unsatisfactory” because 
the claimant, unlike others in 
higher education, was not eli¬ 
gible for a student loan. 

In his decision, Judge Bano 
said he shared the concern 
that the claimant did not not 
“fall within the scope of any 
scheme of support for 
students”.

I spoke to 
the girl whose party it was and 
she said she invited about 30 peo¬ 
ple, but the rest had just gate¬ 
crashed and refused to leave. She 
was quite shaken-up. 

“It had got out on Facebook, 
that’s the real problem here.” 

Mr Jackson commanded Zeus to 
bark angrily at the revellers to 
keep the crowd under control 
while they waited for police back¬ 
up to arrive. He said two further 
officers turned up, at which point 
the guests began to leave. 

Mr Jackson said: “As we dis¬ 
persed the youths there was one 
who was a bit mouthy. We tried to 
move him along and he threw mo¬ 
bile phones at us, which turned 
out to have been stolen at the 
party. 

“There was a big group who 
threw bottles at us to keep us 
away and ran off.” 

The father of the girl whose 
party it was is believed to have re¬ 
turned home from holiday soon 
after the incident. One neighbour, 
who asked not to be named, said; 
“It was frightening. We’ve never 
had anything like that around 
here. I thought it was going to 
turn into a riot or something.” 

Some of the property stolen 
from the house, which included 
mobile phones and purses, was 
recovered, but some it still 
missing. 

No arrests were made.

A teenager with a rare form of 
bone cancer achieved top A- 
level grades despite undergo¬ 
ing chemotherapy and missing 
a year at school. 

Tom Hazell, 19, from St 
John’s School, in Leatherhead, 
got an A* in French, A in Span¬ 
ish and A in Latin and won a 
scholarship to study modern 
languages at Birmingham. 

Tom, who said having the 
treatment made studying and 
revising for the exams harder, 
will find out this week if he can 
stop chemotherapy or whether 
he needs radiotherapy or 
surgery. 

He said: “I had been hoping 
for high grades, but didn’t ex¬ 
pect to achieve grades as high 
as I did. I’m so happy to see I

have managed to get the 
grades while on treatment.” 

In November 2011 Tom was 
diagnosed with osteosarcoma 
that affects only 120 people a 
year in the UK. 

He said: “It can be very diffi¬ 
cult. When I was first diag¬ 
nosed, I had to take a year off 
studying.” 

He had an emergency opera¬ 
tion and did not know whether 
he would wake up with two 
legs or one. 

Fortunately surgery was a 
success and a titanium alloy 
prosthetic implant replaced a 
large section of his thigh bone, 
knee and the top of his 


shinbone. He returned to 
school full-time in September 
2012 and went into remission 
later that year. But on the first 
day of the Easter holidays he 
was told the cancer had come 
back in his lung. 

He said: “I took all my exams 
and revised under chemother¬ 
apy. It was quite hard concen¬ 
trate when revising.” 

To other teenagers with can¬ 
cer he said: “If you feel you can 
and have a strong enough net¬ 
work of friends, you can give it 
a go.” 

He has raised about £18,500 
for the Teenage Cancer Trust 
after having his head shaved at 
school earlier this year.

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Gun threat in bookie raid 


A betting shop is introducing extra secu¬ 
rity measures after robbers threatened 
to shoot a lone worker last week. 

Two men who claimed to have a 
firearm forced a staff member to hand 
over cash at Coral bookmakers, in Chess- 
ington Road, Ewell, just before 6pm on 
Thursday, August 15. 

The robbery comes three months after 
Andrew Iacovou, 55, from North Cheam, 
was bludgeoned to death as he worked 
alone in Ladbrokes in Morden. 

Coral spokesman David Stevens said 
although there was only one person in 
the shop last week when the robbers 
struck two members of staff were on

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duty that night, but the deputy was out 
at the time. 

He said: “In no way was that linked to 
the incident, it was unfortunate timing.” 

He added there is no evidence that bet¬ 
ting shops are more vulnerable if there 
is just one person on duty. 

Mr Stevens said there is nothing to sug¬ 
gest betting shops are more vulnerable to 
robberies than off licences, petrol sta¬ 
tions or other businesses. 

He said: “It’s an indictment on society. 
It’s not an indictment on betting shops. 


“Clearly, when there is an incident like 
this, our security team look at it and 
measures are taken. 

“We are doing everything possible, but 
you can never prevent something like 
this if there are individuals willing to 
take this action.” 

The threatened worker has already re¬ 
turned back to work. 

Mr Stevens said: “He was unsurpris¬ 
ingly shaken up, but fortunately un¬ 
harmed. It was a particularly unpleasant 
incident.” 

Mr Stevens said only a small amount 
was taken, adding: “It is never as much 
as people think. There are never large 
sums of money available in betting 
shops.” 

Police are hunting for a white man, 5ft 
7ins, who was wearing a grey tracksuit 
during the robbery, and a mixed race 
man, 6ft. They are in their late teens or 
early twenties. 

Hairdresser Sheila Curzon, manager of 
nearby Hair Today by Sheila, in Chess- 
ington Road, said she did not hear any¬ 
thing. She said: “I was so busy doing my 
tint and having my hair done. The first 
thing I knew police cars were arriving 
and taped it off. It is concerning.” 

Ms Curzon, who has worked in the loca¬ 
tion for 43 years, said to her knowledge it 
was the third time that Coral had been 
robbed. 

She said: “I have been done three times 
so I know what it’s like. I have got a bur¬ 
glar alarm and bars up and I’m very, 
very vigilant. I’m not here on my own.”

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Robbers steal phones to 
stop victims calling police 



Crime scene: Stoneleigh Broadway Co-op Deadlines EP78636 
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A masked gang stole mobile 
phones from Co-op workers so 
they could not call for help 
following a robbery on 
Wednesday night. 

Three black men in bala¬ 
clavas were seen fleeing from 
the store after tyinig up the 
staff in the robbery in 
Stoneleigh Broadway at 
9.50pm. 

The robbers escaped with 
cash and cigarettes in what is 
believed to have been a dark 
getaway vehicle from Dell 
Lane. 

A man from a nearby take¬ 
away, who asked not to be 
named, said he went and 
spoke with Rob, one of the 
men who had been tied up, im¬ 
mediately afterwards. 

He said: “Three men came 
in balaclavas, all wearing 
black, and just basically tied 
them up. It was three on two. 
They took their cell phones so 
they couldn’t call out.” 

He said after the robbery 
Rob, who also had his wallet 
taken, managed to get free 
and asked a neighbour to call 
the police. 

He said: “There were lots of 


police outside [later that 
night]. They just came to the 
scene and stayed there for 
three or four hours taking 
statements that are not going 
to help them.” 

He said there had been 
thefts of alcohol and “little 
stuff” at the Co-op over the 


past four years, adding: “It’s 
not that surprising. The prob¬ 
lem is the lack of security.” 

Although he was not really 
worried about a security 
threat to his own business he 
said: “We have got to be pre¬ 
pared because they get 
caught out when they are not 


expecting it.” 

Ian Tempest, from the Farm 
Shop, said one of two male 
staff members in the store 
was apparently on his first 
night working at the Co-op. 

He said: “It’s a shock obvi¬ 
ously. We do know the staff in 
a general way.” 

He said over the years the 
Co-op seemed to have been a 
target for smaller scale thefts, 
even in the daytime. Of the 
Broadway, he said: “It is a bit 
of a dead-end and a lot of 
places like Stoneleigh do have 
incidents.” 

Detective Constable Cather¬ 
ine Jenkin said: “It is fortu¬ 
nate that no-one was 
seriously injured during the 
incident. 

“I am particularly keen to 
speak to anyone who saw the 
three men or the vehicle they 
were travelling in immediate¬ 
ly after the incident as this in¬ 
formation could prove vital to 
the investigation. 

“I can assure the residents 
of Ewell that we are doing ev¬ 
erything possible to trace 
those responsible.”

A clean bill of health

A cygnet is getting ready to go 
back to the wild after its life was 
saved thanks to a top vet who op¬ 
erated on it for free. 

Without the lengthy and com¬ 
plicated operation the cygnet 
would have starved to death be¬ 
cause of a twisted bill. 

But luckily Leatherhead’s 
Wildlife Aid Foundation (WAF) 
rescued the cygnet from a garden 
backing on to the Royal Automo¬ 
bile Club in Epsom last month. 

Avian vet Neil Forbes, president 
of the European College of Zoo¬ 
logical Medicine, did the opera¬ 
tion for free after WAF appealed 
for donations to help the cygnet. 

Mr Forbes said the operation in¬ 
volved anaesthetising the cygnet 
and cutting the bone in his lower 
beak before bringing the beak 
back to the normal position. 

He said: “Without intervention 
this cygnet was sadly destined to 
a very premature death. 

“But keeping a defective wild 
animal in long-term care, simply 
because it cannot survive in the 
wild, is in my view morally 
wrong.” 

WAF founder Simon Cowell 
said: “Surgery was not an easy 
option for us - it never is - but I’m 
delighted to report that the opera¬ 
tion has been a complete success. 

“Once the cygnet has fully re¬ 
covered we can release him back 
to the wild. 

“This is a very good result. 


“We are extremely grateful to 
Neil for undertaking this tricky 
op, and for doing so entirely free 
of charge. What a hero.” 

Last month wildlife rescuers 
found a stranded swan and three 
cygnets that had become trapped 
in a walled garden without access 
to water. 

Mr Cowell said: “We don’t like 
removing a wild animal from the 
wild, and especially if it means 
breaking up a family group, but 
in circumstances like this we felt 


we really had no alternative. 

“Besides, observation of the 
other members of the cygnet’s 
family - now living on a nearby 
lake - has since shown that the 
parent is not teaching her chil¬ 
dren very well, and we are contin¬ 
ually having to intervene to help 
even the healthy members of the 
family.” 

The cygnet will be released 
back into the wild after another 
few weeks receiving intensive 
care.

Unless we say enough is 
enough, this bunch of bu¬ 
reaucrats will continue to 
make decisions that continue 
to destroy the fabric of our 
healthcare here in Epsom. 

We have already seen a 
downgrading of the local hos¬ 
pital, now the loss of out¬ 
standing out-patient services. 

What will the CCG decided 
next - limit doctor appoint¬ 
ments, charge for you to see 
your GP or start to determine 
what treatment you can and 
cannot have based on cost?

Car park charges do 
not help congestion 


Regarding your letter from 
Jane Race (Paper should 
take up campaign against 
parking, August 15) it is 
worth remembering that, 
as a member of the Conser¬ 
vative Party, it was her 
Conservative-run county 
council that threatened to 
introduce on-street park¬ 
ing charges across our bor¬ 
ough not that long ago. 

This was defeated by a 
huge petition begun by the 
Liberal Democrats com¬ 
bined with others. It is also 
worth remembering that it 
is her Conservative-run 
county council which set 
residents’ parking charges 
and then told the borough 
council to implement the 
scheme. 

Furthermore, the county 
has refused to discuss any 
further residents’ parking 
schemes for two years. 

It was a Liberal Democrat 
councillor who took up the 
issue of Mr Paresh Patel 
and arranged for the short¬ 
term protected (and free) 
parking he will get outside 
his shop and which is now 
held up by her Conserva¬ 
tive-run county council. 

The borough council runs 
its own car parks. In three 
of Epsom’s car parks 
charges did not rise at all 


this year. There is plenty 
of space available in Hook 
Road car park (actually 
Epsom’s safest) for com¬ 
muters who can park there 
during the day for up to 12 
hours for £3. 

Unfortunately, most com¬ 
muters will walk quite a 
long way if they can park 
free of charge. 

If the Epsom Guardian 
wants to run a campaign it 
would need to consider how 
it would influence the coun¬ 
ty council’s current parking 
policy, the loss of income 
from car parks owned by the 
borough council and just 
what kind of alternative ar¬ 
rangements would be appro¬ 
priate and viable, taking 
into account the needs of 
shoppers, residents and 
commuters. 

Ms Race lives in a road 
unaffected by commuter or 
residents’ parking prob¬ 
lems. What alternative ar¬ 
rangements would she 
offer to those of us who suf¬ 
fer daily with commuter is¬ 
sues and obstructive 
parking?

Jasmine is purrfect 
after her treatment 



We’ve been treating a cat called 
Jasmine for the past two weeks. 
She’s a beautiful six-year-old 
Ragdoll cat, who is adored by her 
family. She came in to see us as she 
had had diarrhoea for two weeks 
and was losing a large amount of 
weight. 

On examination we were very 
concerned as we could feel that she 
had a large mass in her abdomen. 

It was decided that the best 
course of action would be to run 
some blood tests and to book her in 
for a specialist abdominal 
ultrasound. We have a specialist in 
veterinary imaging who visits our 
clinic every fortnight so Jasmine 
was able to be assessed at her own 
clinic. 

The specialist scanned Jasmine’s 
abdomen and could tell that the 
mass was at the junction between 
the small and large intestine. The 
good news was that he also 
thought is looked more like an 
abscess (an infection) than a 
cancer! 

Jasmine was subsequently 
booked in for surgery last week. 
During the surgery we found 
exactly what the scan suggested: a 
large abscess between her small 
and large intestine. Due to its 
position it could not be removed in 
its entirety but we were able to 
remove the majority of it and to 
treat it so Jasmine’s body could 
then take care of the rest. 

It has now been a week since 
Jasmine’s surgery and she is at 
home and recovering well. She’s 
been such an amazing patient. 
While she may just look like a very 
pretty four-kilogram cat, she has 
the heart of a lion! 


Make moving home less 
stressful for your pets

advice on making moving house 
less daunting for your pet 


Moving home is a very stressful 
time -1 should know as I have done 
it twice in the last two years! 

Not only is it worrying for us, it 
can also be very traumatic for our 
pets. Both dogs and cats are 
territorial animals and become 
very attached to places. 

They are naturally frightened of 
unfamiliar places and smells. 
Therefore, a new home is often a 
daunting prospect. 

However, there are some simple 
things that we as responsible 
owners can do to make a move 
easier for our four legged friends: 

■ The simple process of packing 
can make pets feel anxious. It is 
best to keep them in a quiet part of 
the house while you pack. Always 
pack their bedding and toys last of 
all. 

■ Ensure that your new home is 
safe for both dogs and cats. Check 
your garden fence in your new 
home to make sure it is dog proof. 


■ On the day of the move it is better 
to have your cat or dog looked after 
by a friend or at a kennel or cattery. 
This will not only reduce stress for 
them but will also reduce your 
stress as you won’t have to worry 
about them on this busy day. 

■ If you move house with a cat 
please be aware that cats can try to 
get back to their previous home. 
For this reason it would be 
advisable to keep them inside in the 
new home for at least a two week 
period. 

■ To minimize stress for your cat 
ensure that there are plenty of 
quiet hiding places in your new 
abode. Cats often feel safe when at a 
height, so make sure they can reach 
a safe high place where they can 
rest and feel secure. 

■ If your pet is micro-chipped 
please contact your microchip 
company to arrange for the details 
to be changed to the new address. If 
you are unsure who your microchip

company is your vet will be able to 
help. 

■ For pets that are not micro- 
chipped then ensure they have a 
collar and a tag with the new 
address details - or, ideally, get 
them micro-chipped. 

■ A microchip lasts a lifetime so, 
unlike collars, don’t need to be 
replaced. If a pet is micro-chipped 
and wanders it can be easily traced 


back to you and quickly reunited. 

■ It will be law to have your dog 
micro-chipped by April 2016. 

And finally, if your pet is likely to 
become anxious before, during, or 
after the move then speak with 
your vet about medications and 
products that can help them. 

There are a number available 
and, if needed, can make a 
significant difference.

More homes needed 
for first time buyers 


As the local property market 
shows clear signs of recovery 
estate agents say the only 
problem may be a lack of 
sufficient homes coming up 
for sale to meet demand. 

Several factors - including 
an assurance from new Bank 
of England Governor Mark 
Carney that interest rates on 
borrowing will stay at a 
record low - means many 
more buyers are entering the 
market. 

“There’s no doubt the local 
market is showing signs of

improvement and that 
confidence levels within it 
are improving,” said Your 
Move managing director for 
London Sam Michell. 

“Government Schemes 
such as Funding for Lending 
and Help to Buy have 
contributed significantly to 
this by boosting lending to 
first time buyers and 
allowing more high loan to 
value mortgages to be made 


available,” added Mr Michell. 

The Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors said the 
property market in July grew 
at the fastest rate since 2009, 
with 53 per cent more of their 
members reporting an 
increase in demand from 
potential buyers during July. 

First time buyers in 
particular are taking the 
plunge, secure in the 
knowledge that both rates 
and prices are as low as they 
are likely to go. 

But as they rush to buy, 


prices are already being 
pushed up as sellers still 
hesitate to go to market, 
meaning there’s competition 
for the homes that are 
available for sale. 

“I think the Bank of 
England announcement will 
be viewed as generally good, 
adding to the positive 
sentiment already out there 
and help to boost buyer 
sentiment in the short term 
but it is not without some 
concern,” said Mr Michell. 

“While the (Bank of 


England) announcement may 
result in more movement in 
the market, both the lack of 
housing and rising 
competition in the property 
market could result in higher 
prices.” 

Mr Michell says if the 
Government is “really 
serious about boosting home 
ownership levels,” they need 
to think about the number of 
homes that are available to 
buy as well as keeping 
interest rates low. 

The new Bank of England 


Governor, Mark Carney, 
decision not to raise the 
Bank’s 0.5 per cent rate for 
borrowing until un¬ 
employment drops to 7 per 
cent is seen as better news for 
borrowers than for savers. 

Welcoming the measure, 
Chancellor George Osborne 
said: “Families thinking of 
taking out a mortgage or a 
business thinking about 
expanding, are going to have 
greater certainty that 
interest rates are going to 
stay low for longer.” 


Think before you do any DIY this bank holiday 


Think before you DIY. That’s 
the message from the 
National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) which 
says sometimes doing jobs 
yourself can devalue rather 
than increase the price of 
your home.

Even a simple task like 
stripping wallpaper can cause 
a major headache if you end 
up taking the plaster off the 
wall too. 


New walls 

Having freshly painted walls 
seems to be the favoured 
option among home 
improvements - however this 
can often be a thankless task 
if it involves removing 
wallpaper. 

Don’t be tempted to paint 



over patterned wallpaper; it 
makes the paper harder to 
remove and it can still show 
through. 

If you do decide to remove 
wallpaper, remember it takes 
a long time and usually 
requires the purchase or hire 
of a steamer to ensure a 
professional finish. 
If you don’t you 
could destroy the 
dry wall and create a 
pitted surface on 
F which to paint. If 


you live in an old house, check 
if the walls are lath and 
plaster - if so, proceed VERY 
carefully or you may remove 
the wall with the paper! 
Refreshing your kitchen 
You don’t necessarily need a 
brand new kitchen to improve 
your home. For better 

financial returns, focus on the 
simple touches: blinds rather 
than curtains or new 

cupboard handles.

professional joiner rather 
than DIY is preferable here! 
Bathroom revival 
Updating old fixtures, re¬ 
grouting and repainting with 
mould resistant paint is 
usually the best way of 
updating a tired bathroom if 
you're on a budget. 

Installing new fixtures is 
one for the experts, but you 
can make a real difference 
with some simple tile 
surrounds, matching towels 
and a new loo seat!

A total of 226,803 drivers in the 
UK have points on their licence 
for driving without insurance. 

The DVLA revealed after a 
Freedom of Information request 
by the Institute of Advanced 
> Motorists that 194,997 full 
P licence holders and 31,806 
I provisional licence holders 
tfii have been caught driving 

without vehicle insurance and 
have received points for doing 
so. 

In the 17-35 age range, one in 
every 100 people with a full 


driving licence has points for 
driving uninsured. 

Figures also show that in both 
licence categories and all age 
groups it is men who are far 
more likely to commit this 
offence. In the 17-24 age 
category, men are four times 
more likely to have points on 
their licence for driving 
uninsured than women. 

Other findings were: 

• Those aged 25-35 are most 
likely to drive uninsured 
(81,003 with points). 


• Drivers over 65 were least 
likely to have points on their 
licence for driving without 
insurance (0.06 percent, or 
3,867 people). 

• 0.44 per cent of people with 
a provisional licence have been 
caught driving uninsured. 

• One in every 200 people with 
a full UK driving licence has 
been penalised with points for 
driving without insurance.

Best said: "The most concerning 
fact is that this could just be 
the tip of the iceberg, as these 
numbers only represent those 
who have been caught and 
penalised. 

As well as six points and a fine 
for driving uninsured, an 18- 
year-old with a £950 premium 
could expect to see this 
increase to £2,195. 

For a 30-year-old it would 
increase from £228 to £4,621. 


The biggest surprise of course, 
is the lack of engine noise, so 
Renault have installed a sound 
effect dubbed Z.E Voice, to 
alert pedestrians of the car's 
presence up to speeds of 
18mph. 

Performance is 

commendable, if not quite up 
with combustion power.
